ZANZIBAR, 


The  principal  source  of  riches  ..in  Zanzibar  is  cloves.  The 
islands  of  Zanzibar  and  Pemba  alone  produce  the  largest ' quantity  of 
cloves  in  the  whole  world.     There  are  in  the  two  islands  about  52,000 
acres  planted  with  cloves.     The  average  crop  of  recent  years  was 
14,000,000  pounds.     The  1917-18  crop  was  10,123,000  pounds.     The  produc- 
tion of  cocoanuts  comes  next.     There  are  about  48,000  acres  planted  with 
cocoanut  trees.     The  copra  exports,  which  increase  constantly,  amounted 
to  6,783  tons  in  1917.     (L'Economiste  Francais,  Paris). 


CANADA . 


Progress  of  Spring  Seeding. 

May  14,  1920.     The  seeding  season  this  year  is  later  than  in 
any  previous  year  since  systematic  records  were  begun  by  the  Census  and 
■Statistics  Office  in  1910.     In  the  Maritime  Provinces,  where  seeding  as 
a  rule  does  not  take  place  until  May,  work  on  the  land  owing  to  cold 
wet  weather,  will  not  begin  until  the  second  week  of  Pay.     In  Quebec, 
scarcely  any  seeding  had  been  accomplished  by  the  .end  of  April,  and, 
owing  to  cold  and  the  absence  of  sunshine,  operations  were  not  expected 
to  begin  before  the  second  week  of  May.     In  Ontario,  about  23  per  cent 
of  the  total  seeding  of  wheat,  and  19  per  cant  of  oats  and  barley,  had 
been  done  by  April  30;  last  year  the-. proportions  were  68  per  cent  for 
wheat,  50  per  cent  for  oats  and  49  per  cent  for  barley.     In  the  prairie 
provinces  very  little  seeding  of  wheat  had  been  accomplished  in 'April 
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and  practically  none  of  oats  and  barley;  whereas  usually  40  to  50  per 
cent  of  seeding  is  done  in  April.     Correspondents  r sport  a^tll*  an 
abundance  of  moisture  in  the  ground,  which,  it  b.ie  weather.  „o  ^^ux 
after  seeding,  should  insure  rapid  growth  and  carry  the  crops  well  on

FRANCE. 


The  French  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  sparing  no  effort  to  en- 
courage the  farmers  to  plant- as  large  an  acreage  of  wheat  as  possible. 
It  is  estimated  that  for  the  year  1320 ;  11,363,000  acre-  have  been 
planted,  as  against  16,166,000  acres  in  1313.    Among  the  reasons  for 
the  relatively  low  acreage  in  1320  are  scarcity  of  labor,  fertilizers 
and  seed.     (U.  S.  Commerce  Reports). 


SUGAR. 

POLAND. 

The  sugar  production  of  Poland  in  the  crop  year  1318-13  was 
53,261  short  tons;  which  was  made  from  451,000  short  tons  of  beets, 
grown  on  60,000  acres.

VANILLA. 

GUADELOUPE. 

The  1320  Guadeloupe  vanilla  crop  is  about  finished.     That  is, 
the  green  beans,  which  began  coming  to  market  in  December  1313,  and 
were  sold  through  February  1320,  have  all  been  cured  and  nearly  all 
have  been  shipped.     The  exports  from  Guadeloupe  to  the  United  States 
consist  almost  entirely  of  prepared  vanilla.     It  is  estimated  that  the 
crop  amounts  to  35,000  pounds  as  compared  with  37,447  pounds  last  year 
and  74,646  pounds  in  1318.     (TJ.   S.   Consular  Report).
